Further, if you fail to pay 
the judgment for fines or court costs or fail to follow your payment schedule the court may order you 
to perform community service in an amount of $8.00 per hour not more than forty hours per month 
is paid or until the court is satisfied that you are in compliance w 



IT IS FURTHER ORDERED Defendant's right to drive in th^^ma^^ 
^xmomhs. After Defendant has served fifteen days of hard time suspension therefore Defendant 
may have driving p rivileg es for work, probation and treatment if otherwise valid. Further, 
Defendant's .ieense suspension shall be eredited back to the date of arrest and the administrative 
license suspension shall be terminated.
